Regarding claims 1 and 2 

Document 1 describes a device for disposing a stimulating electrode in a stomach. 
Document 2 describes an electrically stimulating device comprising a transmitting antenna coil, 
receiving antenna coil, and receiving means for converting induced electromagnetic waves to 
electrical stimulation signals. Therefore, combining the constitutions described in documents 1 and 2 
to configure a device for electrically stimulating stomach described in claims 1 and 2 could be easily 
conceived of by a party skilled in the art. 
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
